Being a gentleman of great curiofity, and 
atrue publickfpirit, as foon as bufinefs 
would give him leave, he travelled te 
France, not with a defign, as moft of our C 
travellers do, to import vices, vanities, 
and wirtves, but to obferve the whole pros 
cefs of their making falt in the country 
about Rochelle, by means of no other 
heat than that of the fun. After having 
made himfelf mafter of their whole pro- 
cefs, he returned to England the fame ho- 
net, plain, and true Englith gentleman he 
was when he fet out on his travels ; and D 
asfoon as the other bufinefs he was en- 
raged in would permit, he went over to 
Holland, to difcover theit method of puri- 
fying (alt, which made their white herrings 
much better than ours, even when we ule 
the bef foreign fale. 

From thefe obfervations, and many chy- 
Paenine ¢x periments he afterwards made, he E 
pee: out a method of making fait’ from 
re. as good, or better, than French bay- 
ai = he modeftly expreffed it ;° but it is

As he had fpent much time and money 
in making this difcovery, he jufily thought 
he deferved fome publick reward for an 
invention that might be of. fuch infinite 
advantage to his country, For this pur- 
pofe he, in Mcy, 1746, got prefented ta 
the houfe of commons, a petition, fetting 
forth, That every ftate in Ewope juftly 
yielded the preference to Great.

word concerning it ; But who, fince the 
happy fuccefs of our two buffes, have 
changed their nete ; and are now become 
as trong advocates for, as they before were 
enemies to it: A charge, Sir, that can 
no ways affect you ; none of your brethren 
having either fo early, or fo fully, ferved 
this grand national projet as your felf. 
Hence I doubt not but that fome farther ob-: - 
fervations (tho” unconneéted) on the here 
ring fithery, will be very acceptable to you. 

Of the many great pens, which have beerr 
exercifed on this important fubje&t, none pF 
feems to have writ to fo much purpofe as 
Sir William Meonfon. ‘This gentleman io- 
forms us, that, to his own great experi- 
ence, he had added that of perfons (both 
living and dead} he could meet with. On 
this foundation he raifed his excellent na- 
val tracts ; and from thefe I have extracted © 
the particulars following. 

Speaking of our behaviour (fuch “as he F 
would have it) towards the Datch, “in our 
carrying on the herring fithery, he goes on 
thus:—* The principah work I. aim at, 
ishow to undertake the Hollanders with 
Our own weapons ; and how to equal them:

the Straits, many days before our great 
fhips can be fitted out from Yatmotitt, 
Fith therefore fhould be Mipped ofily off 
Englith bottoms.”’—This excellent writer 
takes notice, elfewhere, of another abofe 
—< The Dutch (fays he,) thin ‘Ireland 
of its timber and other comimiodities.”’ 
Here follow fome other miifcellineous 
obfervations of Sir William,—‘“* The Trith 


C herrings, and pilchards, exceed ours. 


Herrings and cod are the flaple afd ven- 
dible fith for gp ene: coaft of Hol. 
land yields the leaft quantity,.and the 
worft choice, of GI.—The greateft flore 
of fifti that maintains the Dutch, ig taken 
in our feas; and brought, if well-hoats, 
to Holland.’’—The following rémarks feem 
curious.—“* The fifth in the Mediterranea 
are not comparable to thofe in the ocean, 
either as to quantity or goodnefs.+-The 
greateft ftore of fifh, for food, is upon 
-coafts, efpecially iflands, where they have 
room to {wim in ; or in fhoal water, wHere 
a line may reach the bottom ; for inthe main 
and large ocean, it is impoffible to find 
ground with all the Iinés you can lengthen, 
The feweft fifth are between the tropicks,. 
Where no ufé is made of them. Yet im 
the hot and fouthern feas are the follow- 
ing fith, (for food,) viz. the dolphin, 
the bonito, the dorado, and the flying. 
fih. Thefe fwim high, and fometimes 
appear above water. But fith morc natu- 
rally defire the cold and northern feas,, 
than the hot and fouthern thores, where 
the fun has a very predominant power,—~. 
In many parts of Norway and Finland, 
fith ferves for bread to the inhabitants,. 
after it is dried in the froft, and made ftoce.

The fubfequent remarks may not be 
worthy ef dur attéAtion. —“ The Dr 
do not begin to fith off Brafley Sound till 
June 2@(N: S.) thay not thinking the her- 
rings fit to falt till then, ufe of their 
fatnefs. At this time’ tierrings arein fine, 
ordér, but théir goodnefé is fpent by thas. 
tire they reach Yafmouth. However,

after having fwam round the Eaft and 
South of England, and the Weft of Ire- 
Jand, they get to the Lewes iflands, and 
grow the largeft and beft herrings in the 
world—The Dutch catch at Braffey Sound, 
with 2000 buffes, 100,000 laft of herrings, 
which, at tol. per laft, makes one million 


fterling. Thefe buffes come and go three 4 


times in a feafon [ which ours need not do] 
to Braffey Sound ; and each bufs lafts 20 
years.”’—In Sir William's time, the Sound 
was the firft and greateft market ; but, in 
this age,. Holland and Germany are the 
Grft markets. 


The above obfervations are partly mere * 


matter of curiofity, and the reft may be 
found ufeful. However that be, the zeal 
you have fhown for the herring fithery, 
gives me juft reafon to believe, that it will 
be a great pleafure to you, to publifh any 
hints, which might contribute, ever fo 
little, to promote an undertaking, whence 
numberlefs benefits may arife to thefe king-

enemies; and the confequence now 
at lait is, that her family is now 
again in poflefion of the imperial 
diadem, without any very great 
lols of powerordominion. Where- 
as had fhe aéted according to the 
Hon. gentleman’s rules of prudence, 
another family would have been efta- 
blifhed upon the imperial throne, and 
in the poffeffion of fo great part of 
fier dominions, that her family mutt 
have always depended upon them 
for a protection againit the Turks.

at fea; and if ever that thould hap- 
pen, Britain, inftead of Flanders, 
will become the feat of war, blood- 
fhed and defolation; for even in 
that cafe, IL hope, the people of this 
B kingdom would not act fuch a cow- 
ardiy part, as tamely to give up 

either their liberty or independency. 
But furely, Sir, if we have any 
apprehenfion, or if we think there 
is a pofhbility, that the houfe of 
Bourbon may in a few years become 
C an overmatch for us at fea, it isa 
reafon for our intifting peremptorily 
upon an immediate execution of evety 
ry article of the late treaty, and upon 
their doing us juftice with refpeé 
to every other point in difpute be- 
tween us; for if we fhould allow 
Dthem to put us off with fham pre- 
tences, now when it is certain that 
they are not a match for us at fea, 
can we expect better treatment, 
after they find themfelves in a con- 
dition to overpower us upon the 
ocean as well as at land? There- 
E, fore, if no juftice can be expetted 
but by a new war, the fooner we 
engage in it, the better; confe- 
quently, fuppofing this motion was 
made with a defign to procure us 
juftice or provoke a war, it was fo 
far from being a wicked, that it 
F was a wife and a right motion ; for 
if it fhould be agreed to, and a new 
war fhould be the confequence, it 
could not be now faid that the par- 
liament had precipitated us into 
a war, no more than it can be faid 
that the parliament precipitated us 
G into the war with Spain, by what it 
did it in the years 1738 and 1739. 
Ie was not the proceedings in parlia- 
ment, Sir, that precipitaced us into 
that war; bat the truckling fub-

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miffions of our minifters for fo many 
years before, and the trath of treaties 
they had concluded, were fuch, that 
a war was become abfolutely ne- 
ceflary before the parliament inter-

to war. The parliament therefore 
did at that time nothing but what 


by the difappointments and defeats 
we had met with in the profecation 
of the war, and by the danger our 
allies the Dutch were brought into ; 
bat if we had the proper lights be. 
fore us, I believe, it would be very 
eafy to fhew, that all the difappoint- 
ments and defeats we met with, 2s 
well as the danger to which the 
Dutch were expofed, were all owing 
to our own mifconduét ; and that our 
conduct was in fome cafes fo glaringly 
ridiculous, that it is hardly pofible 


was their duty; but I fhall readily B not to fufpect it of having been de- 


grant, thatthey did not the whole 
of their duty ; for they fhould not

of Q. Anne. Twenty-four ftannators 
were cleéted, and al] were prefent but two. 
Thomas Pitt, Efq; lord warden of the 
fiannaries made a fpeech to them ; after 
which they chofe Robert Hoblin, Efq; 
for their fpeaker, who was approved by 
the lord warden: And then they agreed 
upon a moft affeCionate and dutiful ad- 
drefs to hisroyal highnefs. 

Only three of the four malefa€tors men- 
tioned in our laft; (p. 379, 380.) viz. 
Vincent, Lewis and Roney, were executed 
on Kennington common: And as foon 
as their execution was over, James Cooper, 
for murder and robbery, was carried ina 
mourning coach to Croydon, and fuffered 
death near the place where he committed 
the fact ; and was afterwards hanged in 
chains on Croomburft. 

On the ;cth three malefactors were ex- 
ecuted on Pennenden-heath near Maid- 
ftone, one for inlifting men into foreign 
fervice, another for uttering bad money, 
and the third for horfe-ftealing : And the 
next day, John Ogleby, for murder, was 
carried to Holborrow-hill, and there ex- 
ecyted, and hanged in chains, near the 
place where he perpetrated that horrid 
crime. 

On the 31ft was held a fpecial general 
court of the governors of the London ho- 
fpital, for the choice of a prefident, in the 
room of the late duke of Richmond ; when 
his grace the duke of Devonfhire was una- 
nimoufly elected. 

Sunpay, Sept. 2. 

We had an account from Gloucefter, 
that oh this day was the moft violent rain 
that had been Known in thofe parts in the 
memory of man. It began about four 
o'clock in the afternoon, and lafted three 
hours with very little intermiffion. The 
principal ftreets of the city were above 
three feet deep in water, fo that moit of 
the cellars were filled, and many of the 
fhops.

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UR laft letters from Paris advife, 
O that the difputes between the court 
of France and the convocation or affembly 
of their clergy, were at length ended, 
ereatly to the difadvantage of the latter ; 
that on the asth inft. N. S. a grand coun- 
cil was held, in which it was determined, 
that the court fhould give up no point, 
and that the King’s will fhould be obeyed 5 
and the count de St. Florentin was ordered 
to wait on the affembly of the clergy, to 
acquaint them with thefe determinations. 
When he came thither, he laid before them 
a letter de cachet, exhorting them to agree 
ro the giving of the 15,00c,000 of livres a 
year, which was demanded of them by 
way of free gift ; and in all things to con- 
form to the king’s declaration: After 
which he laid before them an arret of the 
council of ftate to the fame effe&. As 
thefe were things the clergy did not expec, 
great debates arofe concerning them, which 
ended in not agreeing to the king’s decla- 
ration. Upon which count Florentin pro- 
duced a fecond letter de cachet, which he 
had brought with him, in cafe the firft 
was not agreed to, ordering the affembly 
to feparate by the 2oth inftant at fartheft, 
and that the bifhops fhould fet out the next 
day for their refpe€tive diocefes. Where- 
upon the bifhops entered their proteft 
againft the king’s declaration, refufing to 
give either the 15,000,000 of livres, or any 
account of the yearly income of their re- 
venues and eftates. On the 2oth inftant 
they affembled again, and having cenfured 

me irreligious books, broke up their af- 
fembly ; and on the 21ft they all fet out 
for their refpeétive diocefes ; fo that no- 
thing now remains, but for the king to 
give orders for the feizing of their tempo- 
ralities, in order to punifh them for their 
difobedience. 

From the fame place we have another 
piece of news, which concerns us much 
more, viz. That aship lately arrived at 
Rochelle from St. Domingo brought ad- 
vice, that deputies were arrived at that 
ifland from the inhabitants fettled along 
the coaft of Darien, who offered to put 
themfelves under the proteétion of France ; 
that they were received and treated with 
great regard; that capt. Hocquart was 
fent to that nation to learn, whether thefe 
were their real fentiments ; and that if 
this affair met with the wifhed for fuccefs, 
the French nation would have the benefit 
of a port in the gulph of Darien, which 
would be a very advantageous fettlement, 
as that gulph is fituated near the ifthmus of 
Panama, between Cartagena and Porto- 
Bello, Butif Spain permits this, we muft 
obferve, that it will be a fecond breach of 
the Sth article of the treaty at Utrecht 
between Spain and us.

And from the fame place, we have by 
the latt mail, a third piece of news more 
important than either of the former, which 
is, their having received advice from Cone 
fiantinople, that the Divan had been ob- 
liged to gratify the populace, and permit a 
body of Janizaries to join the Tartars, 
who are going to make an irruption into 
the Ukraine. 

By letters from Spain we hear, that the 
French fquadron, which fome time fince 
failed from Breit, commanded by M. Mac- 
Namarra, was arrived at Cadiz, where it is 
to be joined by fix Spanifh men of war 
equipping there ; after which this combined 
fquadron is to cruize fome time in the Me- 
diterranean, to curb the infolence of the 
Corfairs of Barbary, and will afterwards 
fail to the coaft of Guinea, to prevent the 
Englifh men of war from attempting to 
interrupt the commerce which the two 
courts have determined to eftablith on the 
coafts of Guinea ; and when this is done, 
part of the thips which compofe this nue 
merous {quadron, will be fent to the re- 
fpective colonies of the two crowns in 
America, 

Letters both from Rome and Madrid ad- 
vife, that the cardinal Infant Don Lewis, 
youngeft brother to the king of Spain, and 
archbifhop both of Toledo and Seville, has 
by difpenfation quitted the ecclefiaftical 
ftate, but is to continue to enjoy the im- 
menfe revenues of thefe two bifhopricks, 
which are, bya brief from the pope, to 
be fecularifed for that purpofe ; and it is 
furmifed, that he is to be married to the 
eldeft daughter of a neighbouring monarch, 
by which he may upon his death fucceed 
to his crown. 

Vienna, Sept. 19, N.S. Orders have 
been fent for a body of Sclavonians to 
march to the frontiers of Servia, in order 
to have an eye on the motions of a great 
body of Janizaries, which the Bafhaw of 
Belgrade has been for fome time affzmbling, 
under colour of changing garifons. That 
officer indeed has fent to the commandant 
at Semblin, to affure him, that it will be 
contrary to his orders, if they commit any 
hoftilities ; and that, if they do, he fhalf 
be very well pleafed to fee them treated as 
they deferve ; notwithftanding which, our 
court is refolved to take all neceffary pre- 
cautions to prevent being furprized. 

From Ruffia we hear, that the Emprefs, 
upon advice from Conftantinople, that the 
Janizaries are refolved to have a war on 
the fide of Crim-Tartary, has given orders 
for feveral regiments of infantry to file off 
that way. 

Berlin, Sept. 22, N.S. His majefty, in 
condefcenfion to the defire of a great num- 
ber of merchants in his dominions, and to 
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contribute to the profperity of his fubje€s, 
has by letters patent eftablifhed a company 
in the city of Embden, to be called the 
Royal Afistick Company of Priffia, who 
are to carry on a trace to China and the 
Faft-Indies ; for which purpofe his ma- 
jefty has granted them the neceffary flags 
and paffports, with an exemption fron all 
duties upon any merchandize they export 
to thofe countries or import from’ thence. 
From Hanover we have had lately a 
more exaét account of the fubfidy treaty, 
concluded berween the Maritime powers 
and the Ele€tor of Bavaria. By this treaty, 
the former are to grant the latrer an annual 
fubfidy of 40,0col. fterling, to commence 


from the 21ft of July laf, and to con-' 


tinue for fix years ; one third part of winch 
fubfidy is to be paid by the ftates- general, 
and the other two thirds by Great- Britain : 
And in confideration of this fubfidy, his 
Ele@oral highnefs is to hold a body of 
6000 foot ready to enter into the pay of 
the maritime powers, whenever they fhall 
be required to do fo, but not to be em- 
ployed againft the Emperor or Empire.

From Algiers We were informed, that 
on the 27th of July, about ten at night, 
the whole city was under the greateft con- 
fternation, by the blowing up of one of 
the caftles, in which were, as it is faid, 
about 15 barrels of powder ; but as the 
caftie ftood upon a hill above’ the town, 
and was built chiefly of earth and mortar, 
the city’ received no material damage ; 
bat as for the caftle itfelf, nothing but the 
ruins remain. Two or thice contiguous 
ccuntry houfes were thrown down, and 
about twenty people in all killed. 

The celebration. of the marriage of the 
prince of Tour Taxis, with the princefs of 
Fuftenberg, was performed on the 21f inft, 
N. S. at night, with great magnificeace ; 
and on the 22d and 23d their highneffes 
received the compliments of the nobility, 
foreign minifters, and all otlier perfons of 
diftin@tion.
